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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To attain the use of the telephone set 
independently of the 

relative position with a user by designing a handset that 
it is connected 

optionally to both the right/left sides or the right or 
left side of a main 

body section where a dial pad is placed. 

CONSTITUTION: When a handset part 20L is connected to 

the left side of a 

telephone set main body section 10, a changeover switch 3 
is switched to the 

position A, and a dial 1 and a trunk line /PBX selection 
button 2 or the like 

are used similarly as a normal key telephone set . In 



connecting the handset 

section 20R to the right side of the main body section 10, 
the changeover 

switch 3 is switched to the position B and similar 
operation is conducted. In 

connecting the handset to both sides, the switch 3 is 
changed over to the 

position B when the right side handset is used, and when 
the left side handset 

20L responds to an incoming call, the changeover switch 3 
is switched to the 

position A and the user responds to the call by depressing 
the trunk line /PBX 

selection button 2. The switch is used while being 
connected to the handset to 

be used independently of outgoing/ incoming of the trunk 
line and an extension. 

Thus, the handsets at both the sides cannot be used at the 

same time in this 

way. 
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
